TAIPINGEHAN HESUMPLION: ORDINANCES 
The Taipingsian Reatmption Ordinance 
was re-committed, the Attorney General 
pointing out inoidentally that tho insertion 
of the words ‘ after hearing the parties oon- 
cerned ' in clauses 18 and 14 was meant to 
mest the objections raised by tho Mr Chater.

THE DUBNING QUESTION. 

Mr ©, P. Chator, in moving, pursuant to 
notice, for the appointment af a Com- 
migsion to enquire into the proposal to 
bure infeoted beuaes, said—Your Excel- 
jenoy, it ts not necessary for mo to 
speak at longth on the motion which stande 
in my name to-day, fur I have alroady given 
my reasons for considering this a prudent 
measare, and I trust there will nuw be no 
misunderstanding. Far be it from me even 
to appoar to throw obstacles in tho way of 
measures andertaken to avert a recurrence 
of the plague which haa so recontly afflicted 
this Colony; but it is atrorigly borne in 
in upon mea that all that is neceasary might 
be done without having reovurss to such 
wholesale destrnetion as is proposed. I pay 
—let Your Exeellency appoint suoh a com- 
mission os I ask for, of as representative a 
natura ag possible, and then, if the com- 
mission decide that the original plan of 
wholesale destruction must be carried out, 
then Land many who think with me will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that the 
question has had avery possible consideration 
jnall its aspeots ; but on tho ther hand, if 
the decision of the Commission coincides with 
our ideas, a large sum of money will have 
been saved to our hard-pressed Colony, 
Therefore I beg to propose that a 
Commission be appointed to ocnquiro 
into and report to the Government upon the 
queation of what portiun of the buildings 
sitnuted on the land to be resumed under 
the provisions'of the ‘Taipingshan Resump- 
tion Bill should be destroyed, and what 
portion should nat, ; . 

Mr A. ‘MoGonachio seoonded the 
motion, urging that a proper judgment on 
the question of destroying the condemned 
property could only be arrived at by capable 
men after personal inapection. He had 
seen it «(since «it was walled in, 
cleaned and disinfected) und thought a 
great deal of it was excellent property, with 
fine streets, well Inid gide-channels, and 
fligbte of granite steps. He did not think 
these ahould be burnt down, though he was 
no friend of balf measures. A great deal 
had been said on mere honraay evidence in 
favour of total destruction, 

His Sreallency + Gentlemen, I feel 
bound, in what I consider the best interests 
of the Colony te oppose the motion of tha 
Hon. Momber. I am very sorry that I 
should be obliged to take this step because 
the Hon. Momber has, on many occasions, 
given to me personally and to the Govern- 
mant most excellent advice and assist- 
anco, bat I venture to think, on this 
oceuaion, his assistance is not worth 
our accuptancs and his advire iy not sound. 
I shall be very sorry if this m-tion is 
passed. J trust the Hon. Member 
will not be able to command 9 arity of 
voles, because if tha motion ig passed ib 
will, 1 think, sumply mean further coneos- 
sions to the weuk-kneed, and we havo cer. 
tainly made sufficient tuncessions already 
in the Taipiagzhan Rysumption Ordmanes.

THE MISSLONARY QUESTION IN’ 
OHINA. 
ADVICE FROM A HRITISIC CONSUL, 


We have received fram the English 
Chauroli Mission Presa, Seoul, a amall pam. 
phiet entitled ‘Tho Missionary Question in 
China: How to lessen the recurrences of 
anti-Obristion and anti-Forsign rite.’ 
The pamplilet is the work of Mr C, T. 
Gardner, U.M.G., H.B.M.  Aoting Vioa 
Consul at Seoul, Coren, Ag a contribution 
toa very complex question, Mr Gardnora 
views will be read with intorest. Below we 
give o summary of the contents of the 
pamphlat. 

Mr Gardner saya it is the exporience of 
every one wha haa watched events in the Far 
East that the missionary question hag 
always given rise, and, in the opinion of 
those most competent. to judge, will for many 
Years to coms, continue to give rise to dif. 
culties. Ele does not disouas whether 
foreigners have a right to force their reli- 
gions on the Chinese, or whether the pro- 
tection of out creed in China is in accordance 
yeh the latest development of International 

aw. 


* These two questions have been anewered 
by immutable facts, Conturies of prosely- 
Uzing, millions subseribed for missionary 
purposes, Treaties made betweon Christian 
and non-christian States, all attest that 
public opinion in Christendom has decided 
that missionary enterprize in non-christian 
countries is to ba fostered and protected. 
a and at the present moment there 
are in Ghiog probably as many as two thou- 
sand European and American Missionaries 
and over a million native Christians." The 
Government of civilized countries would 
find greater difficulty in recalling their 
missionary subjacta from non-christian lands 
than in recalling their merchant and artizan 
subjects from Christian lands. 

‘The attempt to minimize the political 
danger, by insisting on British Missiouaries 
residing at the Treaty Ports ia China, with- 
ia reaoh of our guobosts, has been made un-| 
successfully, Minister after Minister of 
Foreign Affaira in Great Britain, our Re- 
presentatives at Peking, our Consule at the 
porta have done their utmost to discourage 
our countrymen and gountrywomen settling 


; in the interior io vain; the Spirit of enthu- 
! giasm, and the longing for the crown of mar- 


tyrdom have burst through all bonds of red 
tane ond carried the male and female 
Missionary to the remotest parts.of the 
Empire, Onr Statesmen; Diplomatists and 
Consuls cannot shirk the difficult task of pro- 
tecting them in those remote parts, cannot 
avoid ajaiming reparation when British Mis- 
sionaries are outraged in places where Bri- 
tish officials would, if they could, have pre- 
vented tho Missionaries residing, 

* The first fact we have tu face'is-—Wo aan- 
not, even if we so desired, put a. stap to, or 
even curtail, Miasionary enterprize iu China, 
The ascond fact wo have to face is—The vast 
Majorily of the Chinese governing classes and 
people dislike Missivuury enterprise and ore 
only deterred from open acts of hostility by 
two factors—-supincness and fear.’ 

Referring to the uotioa taken by British 
efficiale to counteract the secret hostility of 
the Chinese ofliciuls, and to muke them res- 


; Ponsibla for outrages that take placo, Mr 


Gardner claims. that the action of the British 


{ officials has tended to prevent outrages on 


foreign and netive Christians, and he gd- 
yanoes asa fact that outrages hove not in- 
ereased in proportion to the number of. mis- 
sionaries ab work, of native conyorts aud of 
points of friction. Patriotism, religious 
superstition and ignorancs, social oustoms, 
aud pecuniary interests are all causes of 
dislike, and in some respects the dislike ia 
not only natuenl but justifiable. The 
question Mr Gardner sats himself to answer 
is—How oua Christian Missions be con- 
ducted ao asleast to shook the patriotism, 
outrage the religious feelings, run counter to 
the social customs, adversely affect pecuni- 
ary interests vf the non-Christian Chinese, 
and so as to allay the superstitions and re- 
move tho ignorance of the masses with regard 
to missionories ? 


He thinks tho Chinese authorities would 
look with fayoar on colonies of Christians 
being satablished in sparsely populated 
porte of the Empire, sud would even on- 
courage emigration, to such colonies, cf 
the girls brought up in Christian orphanages 
sud sctovls, Such colonies bave already 
been tried, withont” the coneurrenca of the 
officials, in Manoburia, aud Mr Gardner 
thinks the succeas of there edmeational farma 
justifies an extension of the system.
